Constitution Article I, Section 4 (the “Election Clause”) empowers Congress to set the times, 
places and manner of clections involving federal clected officials. State legislatures are similarly 
empowered to set the times, places and manner of elections provided they do not conflict with 


the laws of Congress. 


There are countless incontestable examples wherein governors, election officials, and judges 
altered states’ election procedures in violation of the Constitution's Election Clause, in conflict 
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
